About $40,000 Concluded.

Cable Capacity is More Than Doub­ 


led and 
Telephone 
Demands 


Can be Cared for Many Years. 


The work of improving the Rush­ 
ville Co-operative 
Telephone 
com­ 
p any’s plant, including the exchange 
and the outside lines, which cost in 
the neighborhood of forty thousand 
dollars, was practically brought to 
a close today when George II. Glass 
&■ Company of Pekin, Illinois finish­ 
ed their contract. 


The plant 
is 
now 
beyond 
any 
doubt the best one in Indiana, size of 
the city being taken into considera­ 
tion. 
With present equipment, the 
company can accommodate 425 more 
single line phones, 
or 
that 
many 
party lines if it be necessary. 


Officials of the company say that 
the plant will serve the needs here 
fo r m any years 
to 
come because 
all of the demands for 
new 
tele­ 


phones have been satisfied and there 
are still plenty of lines left. 
There are a total of sixteen hun­ 
dred phones in use and the present 
equipment will 
accommodate 2,025 
single lines. 
All of the phones now 
in use in the city are single lines. Be­ 
cause there is so little difference in 
price, the demand is for single line 
phones in preference to party lines. 
The latter kind are 
still 
used, of 
course, in the country. 
A hundred and fifty 
new 
tele­ 
phones have been added since the 
plant has been enlarged. The capable 
capacity was more 
than 
doubled. 
Formerly only nine 
hundred 
lines 
were in use, but now there are 2,025 
lines which may he used. 
The for­ 
mer limited capable capacity caused 
so m any party lines here in R ush­ 
ville. 
The contract price of George II. 
Glass & Company 
was 
$28,537.37, 
which amount was paid in the final 
settlement today. 
This does not rep­ 
resent all the money which was spent 
in the improvement by ten thousand 
dollars, however. 
Six thousand dol­ 
lars had to he expended for an ad ­ 
ditional switch 
hoard 
and 
four 
thousand dollars was paid for extra 
m aterial and labor over and above 
w hat the contractors did.
